DOMINION 


FORESTRY CONVENTION 


Important Gathering in Quebec of Government Authorities, Scientists and Foresters—Problems of 
Conservation Receive Expert Attention—Governor General, Sir Wilfred Laurier and 
Notables of Canada and United States Address the Meeting 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


MonrtreaL, Canada, January 21, 1911.—The Dominion Forestry 
Convention, which held its sessions in Quebec from January 18 
to 20, inclusive, was the most largely attended and the most prof- 
itable convention ever held in Canada. It was also the most truly 
representative of the various interests of the country. Not only 
were all the prominent lumbermen, pulp and paper manufacturers 
and limit holders present at the gathering, but representatives 
from every university and forestry school in the country and many 
prominent experts from the United States. The forestry depart- 
ments of the provincial, and Federal governments also sent their 
contingents, while the transportation companies and others inter- 
ested in the preservation of the forests had their delegates present. 
In brief, an effort was made to secure the active co-operation of 
the lumbermen, educationalists, legislators and the transportation 
interests of the country. At times the views of these different in- 
terests did not coincide, but efforts were made to find a common 
meeting ground, and in every case a working basis was reached 
which met the best needs of the greatest number. 

The greatest problem confronting the convention was how to 
devise ways and means of fighting fires and preventing undue de- 
struction of forests from this cause. Many papers were read deal- 
ing with the various schemes for the protection of forests from 
fire, and the discussions following were most thorough and com- 
prehensive. Papers were read dealing with insect foes of the for- 
est and suggestions made how best to combat these pests. 

The question of reforesting waste areas, the setting aside of 
forest reserves, of regulating the annual cut of timber, for conserv- 
ing of water powers of the country and many other problems of 
like interest were ably discussed and crystallized into resolutions. 
Altogether the convention was the most successful ever held in 
Caanda, and will undoubtedly prove of the greatest benefit to the 
forestry interests, not only of Canada but of the whole conti- 
nent. R. 

The convention was called by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and opened 
by His Excellency the Governor General, and was national in 
scope. It was attended by delegates from all parts of Canada and 
from all professions, working with the object of conserving the 
forest wealth of Canada. This is the second great forestry con- 
vention in Canada. 


The first of these national gatherings was convened by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, under the auspices of the Canadian Forestry Asso- 
ciation, in Ottawa in 1906. The convention this year was also 
held under the auspices of the Canadian Forestry Association, of 
which Senator W. C. Edwards, the well known Ottawa lumberman, 
is president. Since 1906 there has been formed the Commission 
of Conservation, composed of about thirty leading citizens, with 
the Hon. Clifford Sifton as chairman. These two bodies co- 
operated throughout the meeting. The Commission of Conserva- 
tion held its second annual meeting in Quebec on January 17, and 
its members remained to assist in the convention. The Commis- 
sion of Conservation is the technical body created to get exact 
data to be used in advising and informing governments and other 
official bodies, while the Forestry Association is a popular body, 
consisting now of over 2,500 members, which any well wisher of 
Canada may join. 

As soon as Quebec was suggested as the place of meeting the 


Premier, Sir Lomer Gouin, and the Government took up the mat- 
ter enthusiastically. Hon. Jules Allard, Minister of Lands and 
Forests, personally entered into the work of preparation, in which 
assisted by the officers of his department. The Leg- 
islative Council Chamber in the Parliament Buildings, one of the 
finest rooms in Canada, was set apart for the convention, the 
Council adjourning over the necessary three days. 

Str Witrrip Laurter’s ADDRESS 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the chairman, in calling upon His Excel- 
lency to open the meeting, dwelt on the beneficial results which had 
flowed from previous conventions, from the establishment of the 
Commission of Conservation, and from the work of the Canadian 
Forestry Association. The Premier held that as pioneer conditions 
were now past, wasteful methods of handling forests which were 
allowable in early times should now be changed; that effort should 
now be directed to protection of existing forests and to the repro- 
duction of desirable species of trees on lands cut or burned over. 

His Excellency the Governor General urged Canadians to be up 
and doing in order to save their national heritage. He drew from 
his own observations in various parts of the world a picture of the 
dangers which confronted Canada if deforestation was allowed to 
go on unchecked, while on the other hand he pointed to some of 
the older countries which are now deriving a permanent and in- 
creasing revenue from their forests. 

Addresses of welcome were delivered by Sir Lomer Gouin, 
Premier of Quebec, His Worship Mayor Drouin. Other ad- 
dresses were delivered by representatives of the various provinces, 
the United States, the churches, the universities, Chamber of Com- 
merce, manufacturers, etc. - 

At the different stages in the meeting when the chairman, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, was unable to be present, the chair was taken by 
Hon. W. C. Edwards, upon whom the chief responsibility for the 
carrying out of the convention falls. 

CLIFFoRD SIFTON’S AND OTHER ADDRESSES 

Hon. Clifford Sifton, in his address, said the time for talking was 
past, and that now there should be action. He referred particularly 
to the loss from fires and the danger of water powers being alien- 
ated from the people. He pressed for the extending of the fire 
protection systems throughout Canada, and told what had been 
done in various provinces in this respect. 

Next came papers on forest adininistration. 

Hon. Jules Allard, Minister of Lands and Forests for Quebec, 
dealt with the improvements made in the regulations in the last few 
years, which had resulted both in increased care of the forest and 
increased revenue. He took occasion to refute a statement that the 
developed water powers of Quebec did not exceed 50,000 horse 
power, and showed how large an asset the water powers of Quebec 
were, ‘ 

R. H. Campbell, Dominion Superintendent of Forestry, told of 
the areas and purposes of the forest reserves in providing timber 
and fuel for settlers and in protecting the headwaters of streams. 
This latter was the main purpose of the great reserve formed last 
year covering the eastern slope of the Rockies. 

J. G. Peters REPRESENTS UNITED STATES 

At the last moment Henry S. Graves, Chief Forester of the 

United States, was unable to come, but sent one of his lieutenants, 


he was 
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J. G. Peters, to take his place. Mr. Peters has had charge of the 
work of co-operation between Federal and State governments and 
individuals to preserve the forests. 

Hon. Frank Cochrane, Minister of Lands, Forests and Mines 
for the Province of Ontario, represents one of the great timber 
owning communities of America. He spoke of the present condi- 
tions in regard to lumbering in Ontario, and the change in the 
methods of sale from the bonus system to the plan of selling at so 
much per thousand feet on the stump. He also spoke of the reor- 
ganization of the fire fighting service of the province, and what had 
been done in regard to making permanent forest reserves and in 
extending Algonquin National Park. 

Hon. A. K. Maclean, Attorney General and Commissioner of 
Lands of Nova Scotia, dealt chiefly with the results of the forest 
survey of the province made during the past two years under the 
direction of Dr. B. E. Fernow, dean of the Faculty of Forestry of 
Toronto University. The purpose of this survey is to show just 
where the province stands, that measures may be taken to conserve 
what is left. ; 

Hon. W. C. H. Grimmer, Surveyor General of New Brunswick, 
which province has been making advances in forestry in the last 
few years, told of the importance of the forests as revenue pro- 
ducers, and the measures that are being taken to protect them, 
especially from fire. 

Thursday began with an address by Hon. Sydney Fisher, Do- 
minion Minister of Agriculture, who dealt with the importance of 
the forest to agriculture, leaving the impression that great as was 
the value of the forest as a timber producer, its value as a pro- 
tector of agriculture, navigation and 
greater. 


water powers was even 
PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE 

Another subject taken up was the protection of the forests 
against fire. This was opened by W. C. J. Hall, Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Forestry of the Province of Quebec. He referred 
to the danger points as along the lines of railway and near settlers’ 
clearings. He urged the development of the municipal effort in or- 
ganized districts and for large areas the adoption of the mountain 
top lookout station. 

This was still further developed in a business-like talk by E. E. 
Ring, Forest Commissioner of Maine, who is credited with doing 
perhaps more than any other to establish the system of lookouts 
and to knit together all the fire fighting forces from one side of the 
State to the other by means of telephone lines. 

E. G. Joly de Lotbiniére, one of the past presidents of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, and son of Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniére, 
one of the founders, told of a series of experiments made on his 
forest estate in Lotbiniére County, Quebec, to determine the best 
way of getting rid of the débris from lumbering operations so as 
to lessen the risk of fire. 

The representatives of the railways also described the methods 
used in combating fire along their lines. 

Lumbering regulations in relation to agriculture and the per- 
petuation of timber in areas unfit for cultivation was a subject 
which received a large amount of attention. It was opened by Hon. 
E. H. Bronson, one of the leading lumbermen of the Ottawa Valley, 
who has had much experience both in Ontario and Quebec. His 
position was in a word that the interests of all parties—not 
merely the lumbermen—demanded that a careful survey be made 
of all unorganized districts, and those suited only to tree growing 
set apart strictly for lumbering on modern conservative lines. He 
gave a number of instances to prove that when settlers went into 
lands not fit for agriculture the inevitable result was the destruction 
of timber and the abandoning of the district as a farming country 
in a few years. He also concurred in the view of H. S. Graves that 
where railways ran through forest tracts they should be compelled 
to use locomotives burning oil for fuel. 

G. C. Piché, Chief Forester of the Department of Lands and 
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Forests, Quebec, showed the gain both to the revenue and to the 
condition of the forest by the enforcement of diameter limit, the 
low cutting of stumps, ete. 

Forestry education was dealt with by the representative of 
Laval University; by Dr. B. E. Fernow, dean of the faculty of for- 
estry of Toronto, and the author of a number of books on this 
subject, and by Dr. Cecil C. Jones, the Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick. Avila Bedard, professor of silviculture 
in the University of Laval, and a graduate of Yale Forest School, 
described how the course in forestry was adapted to the conditions 
prevailing in Quebec. 

Arthur Amos, who spoke on Quebec’s water powers, is the re- 
cently appointed provincial hydraulic engineer. His point is that 
the water powers of Quebec are much more valuable than com- 
monly stated. 

Other speakers and their subjects were: C. Gordon Hewitt, “In- 
sect Enemies of the Forest”; R. W. Brock, “Mining and Timber” ; 
E. J. Zavitz, forester of the Ontario Department of Agriculture,

Receipts of Pulp Wood * Portland 


PorTLAND, Me., January 21, 1911.—During the year 1910 a total 
of 43,629 cords of pulp wood, valued at $425,883, were brought into 


this port on steamers from foreign parts. Owing to the new tariff, 
which makes pulp wood exempt from duty unless the pulp wood is 
shipped from a country where export duty is charged, the United 
States Government did not realize a penny on the vast amount of 
material. In 1909 the pulp wood received here amounted to 
51,113 cords, which was valued at $472,432. 

The amount of pulp received here during 1910 greatly exceeded 
the imports in 1909. Figures show that 16,070,329 pounds of wood 
pulp were brought in during last year, as against only 448,310 
pounds in 1909, or a gain of 11,622,013 pounds for 1910. Wood pulp 
is also exempt from duty if imported from a country where export 
duty is not required. With a few exceptions all the pulp wood and 
wood pulp imported came from Canada.

Opposition to Tariff Commission 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasHincton, D. C., January 20, 1911.—While it seemed early in 
the week that there was a good prospect of Congress passing either 
the Longworth bill or some other measure looking to the estab- 
lishment of a tariff commission, and the delegates to the convention 
held in this city last week went home with that idea firmly in their 
minds, it now appears that there will be great difficulty encoun- 
tered by reason of opposition on the part of the Democrats to the 
passage of any legislation of this nature at the present session, and 
that the most that can be looked for is that they will consent to an 
appropriation of $500,000 for the continuance of the work of the 
tariff board, although the President has not yet given up the idea of 
having the measure passed, and it may be that he will again bring 
to bear the persuasive measures that he has used with such good 
success On various occasions in the past. 

The general sentiment expressed throughout the convention just 
closed was that it would be beneficial for every one, and especially 
so for all business interests, if the commission could be estab- 
lished at an early date, as by this means not only could the will 
of the people be better effected by Congress as their agent, but it 
would be more apt to mean a revision of the tariff schedule by 
schedule and one item at a time, which would not necessitate the 
disastrous upheavals of commercial conditions incident to the 
present methods of doing business with the entire tariff at the 
mercy of Congress at one time. A. F. T.

Seventh Annual Meeting and Banquet—Good Financial Show- 
ing—Addresses by President of New York Association 
and of the Boston Paper Trade Association

Boston, Mass., January 24, 1911—Those who were fortunate 
enough to be present at the seventh annual meeting and banquet 
of the New England Paper Jobbers’ Association, held at the Hotel 
Victoria in this city on Thursday evening, January 19, found a 
rare treat in store for them not only for the things served on the 
menu, but in the entertainment afforded by the professional enter- 
tainers. It was another of the many events which have helped to 
make Boston jobbers famous as hosts, and no little detail was

missing to make the occasion a most pleasant one for the members 
and their guests. 

The large dining hall was artistically decorated with flowers, 
ferns and potted plants, and with the tables arranged to form the 
letter “U” the whole effect was one of beauty. 

President J. B. Forsythe opened the meeting, and reports of the 
secretary and treasurer were read, after which Chairman F. S. 
Arnold, of the nominating committee, reported the following list 
of officers for the ensuing year: President, J. B. Forsythe; vice 
president, A. C. Hall; secretary, Hubert L. Carter; treasurer, F. B. 
Cummings; auditor, H. W. Carter, and executive committee, W. F. 
McQuillen, F. S. Arnold, A. M. Burr, C. S. Whitney and F. J. 
Flemings. The secretary was instructed to cast one ballot for the 
entire ticket. The report of the retiring treasurer, J. A. Lee, 
showed a balance even greater than last year, which called forth a 
volume of questions from the members as to how it was possible 
to spend money and still have a balance, to say nothing of the 
balance that increased. Mr. Lee replied: “Excellent business man- 
agement, gentlemen,” which brought forth an outburst of laughter 
and saved him the necessity of going into details. 

President Forsythe opened the social features of the occasion 
by introducing F. W. Wilson, president of the New York Paper 
Association, who complimented the New England jobbers on the 
growth of their association and extended to them the cordial sup- 
port and co-operation of his organization. 

Introducing John E. A. Hussey as the most modest president that 


the Boston Paper Trade Association ever had, President Forsythe 
neglected to state the cause of the serious expression which Mr. 
Hussey has been carrying for several weeks, but it was shown to be 
due to the problem he has on hand in arranging for the twenty- 
fifth annual meeting of the Boston Paper Trade Association, which 
takes place in March and which is expected to be an event of 
history. 

Mr. Hussey thanked the members for his privilege as a guest, 
They were all good fellows, he said, and he was pleased to asso- 
ciate with good fellows. 

James L. Rand, New England manager of the Associated Press, 
was introduced and sustained his reputation as an after dinner 
speaker. His analysis of the business of the Associated Press in 
gathering and distributing news commanded the closest attention of 
his audience. He contrasted the handling of news now and fifty 
years ago, when it required months for a news item to reach us 
from European centres. He referred to the fact that it took ten 
days to convey the news of Washington’s death to Boston, and 
compared this to the eleven minutes it took to announce the death 
of Pope Leo XIII in 1903 through the Associated Press. The 
Associated Press, he said, served over 800 of the daily newspapers 
of the country, controlled 40,000 miles of leased telegraph wires, 
sent out 50,000 words every twenty-four hours to its newspapers 
and was conducted at an annual cost of $3,000,000. 

Mr. Rand’s address was a most enlightening discourse on the 
methods of covering and distributing the news of the day, and 
gave an insight to a subject of which so little is known in pro- 
portion to its importance. 

The stories and witticisms of La Rue Vredenburgh brought forth 
peals of laughter, and especially when he impersonated the return 
home of a guest of one of the Boston Paper Trade outings and 
his endeavors to carry to the bosom of his family a souvenir of

the occasion. Just prior to adjourning, on motion of W. F. 
McQuillen it was unanimously voted to send the following night 
lettergram to Senator W. Murray Crane at Washington: “The 
New England Paper Jobbers’ Association respectfully request that 
you use your influence to report the Nelson-Touvelle bill out of 
the committee to the Senate at the earliest possible date so that 
it may be acted upon by the Senate at this session of Congress.”

REGENT APPRAISERS’ DECISIONS 


Hanp Mape MILLBoARDs. 

“The goods here in question are hand made mill boards, designed 
for use in the manufacture of book covers. These cases arise under 
the act of 1897, and the assessment complained of is at the rate of 
34 cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
401, Tariff Act of 1897, as hand made paper. Various claims are 
set up in the protests, the one relied on being that such merchan- 
dise is dutiable properly at 25 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 402 of said act as paper not specially provided for. 

“It is urged by the protestants that the millboards here in ques- 
tion are not paper of the kind covered by the provisions of para- 
graph 4o1. The theory advanced to exclude a hand made millboard 
from the paragraph covering hand made paper is that the provisions 
of parapragh 4o1, by virtue of the principle of ejusdem generis, 
apply only to such hand made papers as are suitable for writing or 
printing and are not susceptible of being ruled, bordered, embossed, 
printed or decorated in any manner. It is not urged that the mill- 
boards are not paper, nor is the fact that the merchandise is ‘hand 
made’ questioned. 

“It is not clear to us that paragraph 4o1 by its terms intends to 
limit the provision for hand made paper to any particular kind of 
such paper. The provision is direct and unqualified, and in our 
opinion it would be reasonable to say that the fact that the mer- 
chandise is paper, and is hand made, sufficiently allies it with draw- 
ing paper, writing paper, etc., to avoid any incongruity in asso- 
ciating it with them in the same paragraph. 

“The board and court have so held in. cases arising under this 
same paragraph and in reference to surface coated paper, transfer 
paper and printing paper. United States vs. Seyd (158 Fed. Rep., 
408; T. D. 28,514) ; United States vs. Davies (177 Fed. Rep., 371; 
T. D. 30,425). In the Seyd case the United States Circurt Court, 
Southern District of New York, held that a hand made marbleized 
paper used for fly leaves or linings of books was dutiable as 
surface coated paper rather than as hand made paper, it not being 
ejusdem generis with the other papers enumerated in paragraph 
401. Seyd vs. U. S. (152 Fed. Rep., 657; T. D. 27,827). That 
ruling was reversed on appeal. Seyd case (supra). In the Ben- 
neche case it was held that paragraph 4o1 is not to be limited to 
the papers used for writing and drawing purposes, but applies 
to all hand made paper. 

“On the authority of these rulings the assessments in question 
are affirmed. The protests are hereby overruled.” Tamm & Co., 
66 Duane street, New York, were the protestants. 

CHEMICAL Woop PuLp 

“The merchandise consists of chemical wood pulp from Swedert 
which was assessed for duty under paragraph 406 of the Tariff Act 
of 1909, together with an additional or countervailing duty of 
0.0000694 per pound (10 ore per cubic meter) under the proviso 
in said paragraph. The claim of the importers, the Atlantic Paper 
Co. et al., of New York, that this rate of countervailing duty is 
excessive is sustained. The collector is instructed to reliquidate 
the entries so as to assess the said countervailing duty at the rate 
of 0.00006078 per pound.” 


STATE GANNOT INTERFERE WITH RIPARIAN 
OWNERS’ RIGHTS 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., January 24, 1911.—The suit of the Fulton Light, 
Heat and Power Company against the State for compensation for 
land and water rights taken by the State in connection of the 
building of the barge canal has been referred to a number of times 
in THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. The case has attracted interest all 
over the State, as it was one of the largest claims in connection 
with the barge canal construction, and typical, to a certain extent, of 
other questions involving water rights. The Court of Appeals has 
just handed down a decision giving the Fulton Light, Heat and 
Power Company damages aggregating $356,000. This decision con- 
firms the title of riparian owners to the bed of the river, a point 
which was disputed by the State. The State claimed ownership 
to the bed of the stream and the water flowing over it for any pur- 
pose, and that the State had never parted with it. The effect of 
the decision is sweeping, as it practically decides that the State, in 
the construction of the barge canal, has no right to interfere with 
the riparian owners’ rights without compensation. 


There are on file at Albany, among other claims of Fulton water 
owners, one of the Volney Paper Company for $574,450, one of 
the Victoria Paper Mills Company for $247,303, and that of the 
Dilts Machine Works for $51,630. The majority of these claims 
by Fulton water owners were filed as precautionary measures in 
case that it should be held that the State had acquired title to any 
water rights through its occupancy on a portion of the hydraulic 
race and the headgates thereto. It is not likely that any of the 
latter claims will be pushed, although it is possible that damages 
may be asked for property taken in the bed of the river. 


Much interest is felt in the outcome of the present agitation 
against the construction of a section of the barge canal under con- 
tract No. 37, which was awarded to the American Pipe and Con- 
struction Company. This contract, which provides for the build- 
ing of a new dam at Minetto, practically wipes out the Battle 
Island Paper Company’s power. It was awarded to the American 
Pipe and Construction Company at a figure some 21 per cent. in 
excess of the engineer’s estimate. It is now claimed that the award 
was illegal, though this is denied by others, on the ground that the 
contract having been approved by the canal board is legal and 
should stand. In the meantime the American Pipe and Construction 
Company is assembling a large contractor’s plant Just below Fulton, 
and there is no indication of the work being held up. 


The Niagara Power Company received another bad blow when 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court a few days ago 
through an order of Justice Andrews which vacated the injunction 
made by F. A. Gage against the common council restraining them 
from disposing of the franchise to the Niagara Power Company. 
A short time ago an attempt was made to bring the power into 
Fulton by running the line up the bed of the old canal, and the 
work had proceeded to the rear of the Victoria Paper Mills Com- 
pany, whom it was rumored was to be a customer, where it was 
stopped by injunction preceedings. The Niagara Power Company 
have paid $2,000 for a franchise some two years ago, and have 
been trying ever since to get their power into the city of Fulton, 
where it is believed a market awaits them among the paper mills 
and other industries. A. B. C.

Market Shows Improvement, But the Movement Is Not Heavy— 


Large Number of Small Orders Reported—Unseasonable 
Weather Retards Expected Revival of Business 


Reports from all centres indicate that business is gradually im- 
proving and that jobbers and manufacturers are beginning to 
stock up. There has been a decided improvement in the water 
situation in the East, which enables mills to fill orders promptly. 
The expected business recovery from the dullness of the inven- 
tory season has been somewhat slow in developing, but it seems 
to have set in at last. Both the weather and the water situation 
were unfavorable to business during the early part of the month. 
Reports from many jobbers and dealers in mill supplies indicate 
that orders, generally speaking, are not large, which shows that 
consumers are still buying cautiously. That buying is devoid of 
all speculative features and is based upon actual needs is evinced 
by the fact that. stocks everywhere are low. Further evidence of 
this condition of stocks is found in the report of the Bureau of 
Corporations for November, 1910, which shows a decrease in news 
print stock on hand of 4,453 tons, indicating an active demand 
for news paper, which is still a feature of the market. The de- 
mand for writings, bonds, books and wrappings is normal, while 
ledger papers are meeting with excellent demand. Some repurts 
indicate an improvement in box board since the first of the year, 
and mill supplies are beginning to move again. 

The condition of the ground wood market does not change. The 
absence of suitable water conditions in the West and the closing 
of many of the Canadian mills for the winter, together with the 
active demand for news print, tends to prevent accumulations and 
maintain high prices. 


BAD WEATHER INTERRUPTS BUSINESS

A week of bad. weather has somewhat interrupted the improved 
business in the paper trade since the first of the year. Trade for the 
week has, however, been fairly good. Bond, ledger and book paper 
are in about equal demand, while news stock continues to move in 
large quantities. 

Box and straw board lines show some improvement since the first 
of the year, and mills are reported running along on a fairly steady 
demand. Wrapping paper also has been ordered in good quantities. 

Money is a trifle easier in this section, but there are complaints 
heard in different quarters of slow collections, and while an im- 
provement in.this respect was noted soon after the first of the year, 
conditions are not yet fully satisfactory. 

Dealers generally believe that the indications continue good for a 
satisfactory business in paper lines this year, and say that the 
improvement since the first of the year is quite certain to keep up 
and will become more apparent as spring approaches.

A new pulp and paper making company has been organized to 
operate on the north shore of Lake Superior, 100 miles northeast of 
Duluth. A railroad has been built into a tract of 7,500 acres of 
heavy spruce owned by the company, a harbor has been built and 
the mill will be put in this year. It has been financed in part by 
Eastern mill people and in part by Duluth men. The cost of the 
enterprise will, it is said, be about $500,000. 


A deal involving some $200,000 will probably be consummated in 
Dennysville, Me., before the first of March. The St. Croix Paper 
Company has an option on the property of the Dennysville Lumber 
Company, which expires on that date. The property includes the 
mills in Dennysville and some 50,000 acres of woodland located in 
Edmunds, Cooper, Alexander and Meddybemps. The land has 
been appraised and the price is reported to be around $4 per acre, 
If the deal is carried through the mills will probably be closed,

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The Tompkins Process of 
Cleaning Old Paper Stock

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Canada and Conservation 


Among the paper trade news published in THe JourNAL today is 
a summary of the proceedings of the Dominion Forestry Conven- 
tion, which was held in Quebec January 18, 19 and 20. A synopsis of 
the proceedings, however, does not convey to the minds of the 
trade an adequate idea of the importance of the gathering or the 
effect its work is likely to have upon the forest resources of 
Canada, and, incidentally, upon the supply of raw material destined 
for the paper industry of this country. 

No gathering of a semi-political, semi-business nature has so 
aroused the interests of the entire Canadian people since the federa- 
tion of the provinces as this convention in Quebec, called by the 
The Quebec 


Legislature adjourned over the three days in which it was held, and 


Premier and presided over by the Governor General. 


offered the council chambers for the meeting, which brought to- 
gether representatives from every quarter of the Dominion. 

Canada has evidently learned a lesson from the history of the 
natural resources of the United States. She has been awakened 
from a dream of never ending riches by the very importunities of 
her customers on this side of the line, and she has been made to 
realize much sooner than we did that the continent of North 
America has for a long time been living beyond its means, and 
that to avoid ultimate bankruptcy some measure of strict con- 
servation must be enforced. 

For a long time the wealth of forest and stream and mine of 
the United States was so vast and unexplored that the manu fac- 
turers might well be pardoned for taking no thought for the 
morrow. But the growth of the nation was unprecedently rapid, 
and its needs grew with its population even beyond a propor- 
tional extent, because foreign commerce, with its enormous develop- 
ment, has proved a heavy drain on domestic natural resources. 
Gradually the pinch began to be felt here a little and there a little; 
raw materials began to grow scarce and more costly. Regions 
which a short time ago were deemed too far from the base of 
distribution to be of practical value have been exploited, until 
it seems as if all the hidden resources of the country have been 
uncovered. The Government awakened to the danger of this fast 
rate of living, and by the withdrawal of public lands and judicious 
leasing of State and national properties placed a curb on undue 
wastefulness. Consumers themselves were not slow to see the 
wisdom of this, and to their credit be it said they have rendered 
material assistance to the cause of conservation. 

Canada, meanwhile, with her equally vast territory and compara- 
tive handful of population, looked on and did nothing. It has not 
been until of recent years that the question of preserving natural 
She had 


neither the means to develop nor the population and trade to use 


resources became a matter of any consequence to her. 


what she had, so there was no need to husband resources. 


Finally, however, the drain upon her forests to meet the blanks

in those of older countries began to tell, and when Americans 
crossed the border and began to develop and ship mine and forest 
products in a wholesale way it began to dawn upon our Northern 
neighbors that they would do well to emulate the example of the 
people of this country and go slow.

given by the Government for the asking, and as things which cost 
nothing are never valued at their true worth, it is little wonder that 
fire and gross extravagance were allowed to devastate without re- 
straint, until suddenly the preservation of her remaining inheritance 
has become a momentous question with Canada. 

While not too late she has taken a leaf out of our book, and, 
as there are no more earnest people in their undertakings than the 
Canadians, it is more than probable that the efforts toward con- 
servation will take the most practical turn, and that laws in re- 
spect thereto will be rigidly enforced. 

It is significant to note that several prominent Americans, in- 
cluding Government authorities and large consumers of wood 
products, accepted an invitation to be present at the convention and 
offered their advice. The Canadians have been sending their young 
men to American universities to study forestry, and they wel- 
comed what the Americans had to say. 

The latter were by no means disinterested auditors at the ses- 
sions. Measures which may follow the stirring up of a sentiment 
of conservation may for a time at least have an effect upon Amer- 
ican manufacturers that may affect them more or less seriously, 
and yet in the long run their interests are identical with the 
Canadians, since it is evident that both must be served from the 
same plate. 


Waiting for the Answer 


Today, Thursday, January 26, has been set for the simultaneous 
announcement by the American and Canadian governments of the 


agreement reached between their respective commissioners as to the 
measure of reciprocity which shall henceforth maintain between 
the two countries. The agreement must, of course, be sanctioned 
by the respective governments, but it is not unreasonable to assume 
that the commissioners who, on the side of the Americans, were 
under the advice and control of the State Department and the 
President himself, and on the side of the Canadians were them- 
selves members of the Dominion Government, would hardly agree 
upon stipulations which they did not feel reasonably sure would be 
approved by the ultimate authorities. 

The conference at Washington has been held behind closed doors, 
and the utmost secrecy has been observed in respect to the nego- 
tiations; the pressure for news must have been tremendous from 
Congressmen and Members of Parliament anxious to get an inkling 
as to the drift of affairs which concerned their constitutents to 
a vital extent. 

It could hardly be wondered that there has been a slight leak 
which has shed some small ray of light on the probabilities, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the parties concerned to keep the pro 
ceedings an inviolate secret. 


Senators and Congressmen who applied for a hint to the Presi-

dent or the Department were politely told to wait until today, 
and there is no doubt that the same reply was given to inquiries 
on the other side. Nevertheless, there seems to be a well defined 
belief in certain eventualities which for the most part comes from 
Canada. 

We learned, unofficially, of course, from Ottawa, as early as last 
Monday that there was reason to suppose that potatoes and sundry 
other Canadian agricultural foodstuffs are to be admitted to the 
United States free of duty, and that the inhabitants of eastern 
Canada are proportionately rejoiced. But what interested us far 
more was the announcement, that we might consider as equally 
reliable, the probability that pulp and paper were likely to be sub- 
jected to the same treatment. We have no certain knowledge 
that this is so, and in view of the fact that the real truth is to 
made public this very day it would be unsafe to assume too much. 
We give the information slightly in advance merely for what it is 
worth. As to how such a leak could occur we can only surmise 
that in endeavoring to ward off the shower of questions fired at 
them from influential sources the Canadian negotiators have tele- 
graphed in cautious terms certain assurances which have been as- 
siduously patched together. 

There seems to be a general impression that as a whole the 
reciprocal concessions on either side will not amount to much, and 
if the interests of the paper industry of this country were not so 
deepl# involved we should not give the subject of reciprocity more 
than superficial notice. It will soon, however, be known how far 
the interests of our manufacturers have been safeguarded, and 
whether they have been forced to accept the small end of the 
agreement for the sake of general harmony in respect to other 
interests. 


Rag Pulp Not Dutiable as “* Paper.” 


In overruling the protest of R. F. Downing & Co., of New York, 
the board holds that “where cotton and linen rags have been made 
into a pulp, imported in sheets, and where the product shows clearly 
that it can be used only as material in the making of paper, it is 
not ‘paper’ within the meaning of paragraph 415, tariff act of 1900, 
nor would it be proper to invoke similitude in order to make it 
dutiable under paragraph 406, as chemical wood pulp, bleached. 

“A rag pulp in chief value of cotton or flax is dutiable either un- 
der paragraph 332 or 358, at 45 per cent. ad valorem, rather than as 
‘paper’ under paragraph 415, or as ‘wood pulp’ under paragaph 406.”

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The Latest by Wireless 


The American business man is used to pretty quick work, 
and the telegraph and telephone have long been his familiar tools, 
but hitherto the “wireless” has been used only for ships at sea 
or for spectacular effects. It is getting down to business now. 
Yesterday morning an international house with main offices here 
received the following “aerogram,’ along with the usual morning 
assortment of cablegrams:

This is probably the first commercial wireless message ever re- 
ceived in New York in the course of the paper business, but there 
will be more, whether that new Scotland-Greenland-Labrador cable 
gets laid or not. New York is beginning to take that central posi- 
tion in the world’s business to which she has always aspired, and 
her merchants will soon utilize many times the present cable 
facilities. 

As an instance of growth, the firm that received this cable “got 
along” a few years ago with the ordinary printed codes. Now their 
private code more than doubles their cabling vocabulary, and in one 
word they can give full details for a newspaper contract, a com- 
plicated printing machine or for a transaction involving the taking 
over of other machines, including the estimated cost of repairs, the * 
valuation at which taken, etc.—it takes eighty-one words to put it 
into plain unpadded English. Yet even with such condensation their 
cablegrams sometimes run up pretty high, and it was only last 
week that ninety-four words in one message from one salesman 
brought miscellaneous orders for paper and machinery of a value 
close to $100,000. The paper firm in question has had recently to 
add to their private code about 2,000 names of foreign customers. 
Certainly this doesn’t look like a great falling off in the United 
States exports of paper, especially when coupled with the fact that 
December, 1910, was the largest single month in the firm’s whole 
history, extending over twenty years.

Low Water May Close Mills—Quebec Pulp & Paper Company 
Incorporated—Shipments of Print News to United States 
Doubled—Important Meeting of Laurentide Company 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

OtTTawa, January 23, 1911.—The water has gone down to a record 
low state in the Ottawa River. Pulp mills are closing down and a 
famine for ground pulp is looming in sight. J. R. Booth’s prin- 
cipal pulp mill and a pulp mill and paper machine in the E. B. 
Eddy plant are idle. Both depend on the Chaudiere for motive 
power. 

“If the water continues lowering at this rate,” said Mr. J. R. 
Booth,” we shall have to close down the entire plant in a couple 
of days. I have never seen the like of this in the history of the 
With our principal pulp mill closed down our supply 
of pulp will run out in a short time and then we cannot run our 
factories. Then everybody will be out of work. Only fifty men are 
laid off as yet, but we may have to lay off 1,200. We never look 
for anything like this so early in the winter.” 

Charles Millen, speaking for the Eddy Company, said: 
have closed two pulp mills.

Unless we can get things going better 
we may be compelled to close our paper mills.” 

Not a drop of water is passing over the Chaudiere, which usually 
at this time of year is a roaring cataract. The river depth is two 
feet less than in January last year.

American Market Doubled for Print News 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Canada, January 24, 1910.—The exportation of $1,000,- 
000 worth of printing paper to the United States during the seven 
months ending October 31 is shown in a report just published by 
the Dominion Government. The gain is a little over 100 per cent., 
compared with the seven months of the previous year. Comparing 
these two periods the sales dropped from $407,000 to $239,000 in 
respect of sales to Great Britain. An examination of the table 
shows that in 1908 the British trade was just what the American 
trade is now. Three years ago Canada sold Great Britain twice 
as much printing paper as she sold the United States. The situa- 
tion has altered so that now the United States is taking four times 
as much as the Isles. G 


Sturgeon Falls Gompany’s Property to Be Auctioned 
E. R. C. Clarkson, of Toronto, appointed by the court to wind 
up the affairs of the Sturgeon Falls Pulp and Paper Mills, has 
stated that the request for options on the property had all been de- 
clined, and that the property would be sold by auction in April. 
The mills have an estimated value of $1,250,000, and have con- 
cessions from the Ontario Government to cut pulp on 2,750 square 
miles, comprising about 2,000,000 acres, north of Lake Nipissing, 
which is estimated to contain 13,500,000 cords of pulp wood. 
W. R. Hearst, of New York, was among the half dozen men who 
sought options on the mills.

The Eddy Gompany and Phosphorous Matches 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Ortawa, Canada, January 24, 1911.—The E. B. Eddy Company, 
of Hull, Que., being the largest manufacturers of matches in 
Canada, are much affected by the bill introduced in Parliament 
on January 19 by Hon. Mackenzie King, prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and importation of matches made with white phosphorus, 
W. H. Rowley, president of the Eddy Company, has told the Min- 
ister that he does not see the necessity for the proposed legisla- 
tion, but that he will not oppose the bill. Two other companies 
in Canada use white phosphorus in match making, but are also 
willing to abide by the terms of the King measure. Mr. King told 
the House that three deaths had occurred within a year in Canada 
from disease caused by the fumes of white phosphorus. He em- 
phasized the fact that last month President Taft advised that a 
heavy tax be placed on such matches, and cited the success of a 
substitute called sesque sulphide in France. Mr. King ridiculed 
the idea that the legislation was promoted by interests which had 
a motive for securing the market for other kinds of matches. G. 


Important Laurentide Meeting 

The directors of the Laurentide Paper Company held an im- 
portant meeting in Montreal last week. Sir William Van Horne 
presided. Matters relative to the immediate business conditions 
of this growing concern were discussed. 

It was expected that an announcement would have been made 
regarding an advance in dividend, or an increase in the capital, 
However, the directors, after considering the situation, evidently 
decided to postpone the announcement for the present at least. 

The Witness was informed that either the dividend will be in- 
creased to possibly 12 per cent. or the capital stock increased to 
$6,000,000, or just double its present capitalization. 

It is believed that this decision, whichever way it is made, will 
not be long withheld, and it is understood that the directors have 
not yet fully made up their minds. 


A $15,000,000 Paper Company 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ottawa, Ont., January 20, 1911.—Letters patent incorporat- 
ing a new $15,000,000 pulp and paper company were issued here 
today by the Secretary of State. The new concern is called the 
Quebec Pulp and Paper Company, Ltd. It will build large pulp 
and paper mills on the north shore of the St. Lawrence River, near 
Three Rivers, in the Province of Quebec. 

The company will manufacture news print paper principally. 
Its location will permit it to ship its product direct to New York, 
Chicago and Western points by water. 

The names of the incorporators, as usual here, do not indicate 
who the real parties in interest in this latest pulp and paper enter- 
prise are, bvt it is supposed that the Forget group of capitalists, 
in which Rudolph Forget and J. N. Greenshields, of Montreal, are 
the moving spirits.

ANSWERS 
The Butt of the Hide Best for Belting 


ANSWER TO QuEsTIon No. 716. 
Leather belting, on account of its extra adaptation to various 
uses, claims and receives the first attention of the user. The best 
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leather is that which comes from the back of the animal, from the 
rump to the shoulder; this portion of the hide is termed the butt, 
The leather is thicker and stiffer along the line of the backbone, 
becoming more elastic farther away from it. To procure equal 
stretching of both edges of a belt, it is requisite that the centre 
line of the belt be the centre line of the hide, thus having half 
the width each side of the backbone; hence belting should be 
stretched in strips after cutting, as it has been proved that a whole 
hide will stretch only 1 inch in length, while the centre strip from 
the same. hide when cut will stretch 4 or 5 inches more in a length 
of 4 feet. 

The grain, or smooth, side of the belt is much weaker than the 
flesh side, and lighter in color, as will be seen on examining a 
freshly cut piece of leather. Its texture is more spongy, and it is 
full of minute holes or pores where the hairs have been. This 
gives rise to cracking and crumbling, and also excessive stretch- 
ing. The flesh side, being more compact, and, therefore, stronger, 
should be placed on the outside of the belt. Experiments have 
proved that belts give off 34 per cent. more power with the grain 
side toward the pulley. Very little of the strength of the belt is 
lost by wearing away the weaker side; in fact, with specially high 
quality double belts, makers shave away the grain side of each 
piece and put those two faces together in making up the belt. 

Formula for belt cement: Belt cement can always be pur- 
chased, but if it is desired to be made on the spot a good recipe 
is as follows: Mix ten parts of bisulphide of carbon and one of 
oil of turpentine, then dissolve it in a sufficient quantity of gutta- 
percha to form a paste. Be careful in using, as it is a violent 
poison, and very inflammable. 





Condensation, Radiation and Pipe Coverings 
ANSWER TO QUEsTION No. 717. 

Any good steam engineering work will-give you the data you re- 
quire, and will be found under the headings “Condensation,, Radia- 
tion and Pipe Coverings.” A good work on steam engineering may 
be obtained of the International Text Book Company, Scranton, 
Pa. A shorter, or more condensed, book is published by John 
Wiley & Sons, 53 East Tenth street, New York city (Kent’s Me- 
chanical Engineers’ Pocket Book). 

Condensation takes place to a considerable extent, although dif- 
ferent authorities vary to some extent on the amount, or in the 
volume of steam condensed per given foot of surface exposed; this 
variation, no doubt, arises from the different conditions under 
which the tests were made. 

A writer in the American Machinist a few years ago stated that 
a pipe made up of 6 inches or 8 inches diameter, pipe 700 feet in 
length, was boxed in a wooden box 12 inches diameter, which was 
filled with sawdust mortar (one barrel of lime to five of sawdust). 
Before covering the pipe it condensed 1,440 pounds of water hourly, 
and after covering it condensed 195 pounds per hour. This in 
itself is sufficient to show the large losses sustained in plants where 
the steam lines are not covered. 

The loss by radiation of a 6 inch pipe is equal to 1,231 thermal 
units per hour for each foot in length. Steam condensed per hour 
for each foot in length equals 1.3939 pounds. 

The above test was made with steam at 115 pounds per square 
inch = 338° Fahr., surrounding air 62° Fahr. 

In another test made at the Clay Cross Colliery, near Chester- 
field, the pipe was 7% inches diameter and 1,100 feet long. The 
loss of steam by condensation was ascertained by direct measure- 
ment of the water deposited in a receiver, and was found to be 
equivalent to about 1 pound of coal per i. h. p. per hour for every 
100 feet of pipe.

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tively, without knowing all the conditions on and about the ma- 
chine. Now, as you state that your dryer felts are in a first class 
condition, we may eliminate them from the proposition. The next 
thing to consider is the width of the sheet being made and the 
width of the dryers on which the sheet is being dried. The sheet 
will always be found to dry more rapidly on the edges where you 
are running a narrow sheet, or, in other words, when deckled in. 
This is caused by the ends of the drying cylinders being of a higher 
temperature on the ends, owing to the fact that no wet paper comes 
in contact with them. You will find the dryers that are fitted with 
dippers to remove the condensed water give more trouble in this 
respect than do dryers that are fitted with siphon pipes; the reason 
for this is that the siphons never take all the water out of the 
dryers, and the water remaining in the dryers (probably from 1 to 
3 inches in the dryer) tends to equalize the temperature. Is your 
sheet of a uniform weight for each inch of its entire width? 
Would suggest the following test for your own satisfaction on 
this point: 

Take a sheet, say 40 inches long, the entire width of the ma- 
chine, and with a sharp knife or a steel straightedge cut one or 
more strips 2 inches wide frdm each edge of the sheet, and, say two 
from the centre; cut very accurately, number them and weigh them 
on some fine scale. This will’ prove whether your edges are up to 
weight or not. The reason for suggesting this is that the wash of 
the stock on the Fourdrinier next to the deckle strap is apt to give 
a thin edge. f 

Now, in regard to the crown of the press rolls; would say that 
while they may be crowned to perfectly press the wet web, yet you 
may have to give your final press a little more crown to overcome 
the unequal drying on the drying cylinders. 


A Compound Centrifugal Pump 
ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 7109. 

Compound or multi-stage centrifugal pumps, as they are some- 
times called, are simply two or more pumps placed side by side on 
the same base. Experience has demonstrated that by placing sev- 
eral pumps together and discharging from one into the other 
water can be delivered to almost any height. For a long time after 
the introduction of centrifugal pumps it was supposed that about 
60 feet was the limit for their economical working, owing to the 
high speed at which they had to be run to accomplish the results 
desired. 

It was a discovery of importance that by coupling two or more 
pump in series, so that each pump worked against only a part of the 
total delivery head, water could easily be raised to even 2,000 feet, 
or any reasonably high head, with satisfactory efficiency. Pumps 
connected in this way will throw more water at a given speed than 
when operated separately, and are, therefore, attended by less wear 
and tear. 

Pumps worked in series are built compound, triple or quadruple, 
as required by service, either belt driven or directly connected to 
engines. Owing to the fact that they have no valves or absolutely 
close parts they are able to pump muddy or gritty water with sand 
in suspension, and are, therefore, especially in the vertical type, the 
only ones that can be successfully used for draining deep mines 
or other deep lifts. 


How to Detect Steam Leakages 
ANSWER TO QuESTION No. 720. 

Leakage of steam, except in rare instances, has so little effect 
upon the lines of the diagram that it can scarcely be detected. The 
only satisfactory way to determine the tightness of an engine is to 
take it when not in motion, apply a full boiler pressure to the 
valve, placed in a closed position, and to the piston as well, which 
is blocked for the purpose at some point away from the end of the 
stroke, and see by the eye whether leakage occurs. The indicator 
cocks provide means for bringing into view steam which leaks 
through the steam valves, and in most cases that which leaks by 
the piston, and an opening made in the exhaust pipe or observations 





ee 
at the atmospheric escape pipe are generally sufficient to determine 
the fact with regard to the exhaust valves. 

The steam accounted for by the indicator should be computed 
for both the cut-off and the release points of the diagram. If the 
expansion line departs much from the hyperbolic curve a very dif- 
ferent result is shown at one point from that shown at the other. 
In such cases the extent of the loss occasioned by cylinder con- 
densation and leakage is indicated in a much more truthful manner 
at the cut-off than at the release. 


Why Slitters Do Not Work Properly 
ANSWER TO QUESTION No. 721. 

The slitters on a Kidder rewinder should cut all right if the ma- 
chine is in proper condition and the rolls of paper which you are 
rewinding are properly made. I mean by this that a roll of paper 
which has not been properly calendered, and which is not of a uni- 
form hardness its entire length, will not make a good rewound 
roll. Again, if there are soft places in the roll, and you are slit- 
ting the paper after it has been wound, and any slitter comes in 
contact with the roll at a point where the roll is soft, you are 
bound to get a rough or ragged edge. Now, as you said that you 
do not get a smooth edge, and the paper wrinkles, it seems conclu- 
sive that the trouble is in the parent roll and not in the rewinding 
machine. 

It may be well, however, to go carefully over the rewinder and 
see that it is in line and level, for should it get out the slitter 
shaft may bind in the ways and interfere with their proper working 
condition. Possibly you are uot carrying enough counterbalance 
weights on the slitters, and would suggest that you add a few more 
and experiment with them to see if it will help matters any. If 
you are running a hard water finish paper, would use a saw tooth 
slitter rather than a knife blade one. 

From your question I believe your trouble is due entirely to the 
paper you are winding and not to the winder, for I have seen over 
a ton of paper wound per hour on these machines day in and day 
out without a rough edged roll in the lot. 


Proper Speed for Four Throw Felt Whipper 
ANSWER TO QuEsTION No. 722. 

A proper speed for a four throw felt whipper on a cylinder 
machine making paper at the rate of 200 feet per minute should be 
about 275 revolutions per minute. Different machines have differ- 
ent rules to go by in regard to this, but we have found this satisfac- 
tory. Should the whipper be changed to a three throw, it should be 
speeded up accordingly. The slower a felt washer is run, and have 
it properly clean the felt, the better, owing to the wear on the felt. 
The same holds true in regard to the adjustable roll on the felt— 
it should be set up enough to keep the felt clean and no more.

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PAPER PULP REFINING APPARATUS 


Improvement in Manner of Mounting the Motor Which Drives the 
Refining Engine—Combination and Arrangement of 
Various Parts—Description by Inventors 


John L. Perkins, John O. Stanley, Clesson W. Putnam and John 
Montgomery, of Holyoke, Mass., have patented certain apparatus 
for pulp refining, which they thus describe: 

This invention relates to improvements in paper pulp refining ap- 
paratuses of a character of which the “Jordan engine” is probably 
the best known and most representative type. In this class of en- 
gines is comprised a hollow body or casing, having the form of a 
frustum of a cone, through which the pulp is passed, and provided 
with a shaft extending axially therethrough carrying a plug or en- 
largement of a general conical form, but somewhat smaller than 
the chamber in the casing, said plug having a plurality of blades or 
ribs which, according to the endwise adjustment of the shaft and 
of the plug carried thereby, have their revoluble movements com-

paratively near to, or somewhat widely separated from fixed blades 
or ribs convergently arranged within, and supported by the wall of, 
the casing. And in the class of apparatus to which this invention 
pertains, a motor, preferably an electric motor, is provided which 
has a constant driving connection with the plug carrying shaft of 
the refining engine, and which, when the plug shaft is longitudinally 
moved in either direction, is concurrently bodily moved. 

The particular object of this invention is to improve the man- 
ner of mounting the motor which drives the refining engine with 
capability for its movements longitudinally relatively to the length 
of the refining engine shaft and with reference to the means for 
driving the refining engine shaft from such motor, and still fur- 
ther in respect of capabilities for the bodily adjustment of the 
motor in a direction transversely of the line of the refining engine 
shaft without interfering with, or being affected by, the means 
for varying the position of the motor along the line of the engine 
shaft. And the invention consists in the combination and arrange- 


ment of parts and the constructions of certain of the parts all sub- 
stantially as hereinafter described in conjunction with the accom- 
panying drawings and set forth in the claims. 

In the drawings: Fig. 1 is a perspective view of the entire ap- 
paratus comprising the Jordan engine, the motor and the means 
for adjusting the motor in consonance with the adjusting move- 
ments of the engine shaft. Fig. 2 is a side elevation of the base 
for the motor and the support on which the base is adjustably moy- 
able, the same being seen as having its disposition at right angles 
to the length of the Jordan engine. Fig. 3 is substantially a ver- 
tical section on line 3—3, Fig. 2. Fig. 4 is a plan view of the base 
for the motor and of the support on which such base is adjust- 
ably movable. 

Similar characters of reference indicate corresponding parts in 
all of the views. 

In the drawings, A represents the approximately conical body 
of a Jordan engine or other pulp refining engine, the same under- 
stood as having, as usual, a shaft B which extends axially through 
the body or casing A—which is hollow and has a plurality of longi- 
tudinally arranged and convergent ribs at proper intervals around 
and inwardly extending from its wall, while the said shaft of the 
refining engine is provided with an enlargement or plug provided 
with outwardly extending longitudinally and convergently arranged 
rib forming blades or bars; and it will be sufficient for the purposes 
of this description to state that the comparatively large hand wheel 
C constitutes a rotatable element, the turning of which is effective 
through the usual mechanism intervening between it and the shaft 
3 of the pulp refining engine to move such shaft in either direc- 
tion for the adjustment of the blade carrying plug whereby, accord- 
ing to the character of work being performed in the engine and the 
quality of the result desired, the revoluble plug carried blades may 
have their movements around within the body casing with com- 
paratively wide separation from the fixed surrounding blade in the 
casing or in proximate relations to the latter. 

D represents an electric motor having on the driving shaft thereof 
a sprocket wheel a opposite a sprocket wheel b on the extremity 
of the pulp refining engine shaft B, which is extended endwise be- 
yond the smaller end of the hollow engine body—said engine shaft 
having suitable journal bearings dd, as shown, and the chain c 
driven by the motor drives the shaft B of the pulp refining engine. 

E represents a base on which the motor D is mounted; and G 
represents a support below the motor base on which the latter is 
movable in a direction parallel with the length of the pulp refining 
engine shaft. As specifically shown, the motor base E is provided 
with depending apertured lug-like members ff, and the support G, 
which rests on the floor and is made in the form of a rectangular 
frame, comprises opposite horizontal guide bars gg parallel with 
the length of the engine shaft B—the said: apertured, depending 
members of the motor base embracing and having sliding engage- 
ments on the said parallel guide bars g. 

H represents a screw shaft which, as clearly shown in Figs. 3 
and 4, is horizontally arranged and rotatably engaged with, but 
restrained against endwise movement relatively to, the aforemen- 
tioned support G; and its screw threaded portion which extends 
within the openwork or frame-like support G has a screw thread 
engagement with a depending member or lug h formed on or af- 
fixed to the motor base E. The said screw shaft has at its outer 
end a sprocket wheel i. 

j, Fig. 1, represents a comparatively long shaft for which suit- 
able bearings are provided, such shaft ranging longitudinally out 
side of and under the pulp refining engine body, and having 
sprocket wheels k and m and a sprocket wheel o is provided as 
an appurtenance to the rotatable adjusting device for the shaft of 
the refining engine, and which rotatable adjusting device, as be 
fore stated, comprises the large hand wheel C—this provision being 
to the end that whenever the hand wheel C is turned in either di- 
rection to endwise move in either direction, the engine shaft B. 
the sprocket wheel O will be correspondingly rotatively moved.

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A sprocket chain g runs around the one end sprocket wheel of the 
said externally located longitudinally ranging shaft j and around 
the sprocket wheel 0, which is appurtenant to the rotatable shaft 
adjustment member C; and another sprocket chain ¢ runs around 
the sprocket wheel m at the other end of the shaft j and also has 
an encircling engagement around the sprocket wheel i on the 
screw shaft H. Therefore, whenever the bladed plug carrying shaft 
B of the Jordan engine is endwise moved in either direction as 
required in changes in the character of the pulp being operated on 
or to be produced in the engine, the motor will be bodily self 
adjusting, so to speak, for no thought or care is required on the 
part of any operator as regards the motor, which in consequence 
of the turning of the rotatable shaft adjusted element C will be 
moved in the line of its own shaft exactly corresponding to the 
movement of the pulp refining engine shaft B, so that the driving 
connections between the motor and the engine shaft will never be 
distorted, strained, cramped or in any way deranged. 

In order to properly position the motor in the initial installation 
of the apparatus and from time to time thereafter as may be re- 
quired, the motor base E is made with slots uu, the lengths of 
which are at right angles to the guide bars gg; and the foot 
pieces of the motor are penetrated by vertical bolts vv, the screw 
threaded extremities of which are passed loosely through the slots 
u and engage with clamp plates ww under the slotted motor base. 
By loosening or removing the bolts vv, the motor may have a 
sliding movement on its base and bodily toward or away from the 
line of the shaft B of the Jordan engine—a capability of manifest 
advantage, and permitting, among other considerations, the taking 
up of any undue slack in the sprocket chain c which is. driven by 
the motor, and in turn drives the pulp refining engine shaft, the re- 
tightening of the bolts being, of course, attended to after the proper 
adjustment has been accomplished. 

We claim: 

1. In an apparatus of the character described, the combination 
with the usual longitudinally adjustable plug carrying shaft of a 
pulp refining engine of a sprocket wheel thereon, a motor having 
a driving shaft offset from and in a line parallel with the plug 
carrying shaft, provided with a sprocket wheel thereon, and a 
chain arranged transversely of said shaft and running around said 
sprocket wheels, a base on which the motor is mounted, a support 
having guideways on which the motor base is movable in a di- 
rection parallel with the length of the engine shaft, a screw ro- 
tatably engaged with but restrained against endwise movement 
relatively to said support, and having screw thread engagement 
with said motor base, and means for operating said screw. 

2. In an apparatus of the character described, the combination 
with the longitudinally adjustable plug carrying shaft of a pulp re- 
fining engine, of a motor having a chain and sprocket wheel con- 
nection with said plug carrying shaft, a base on which the motor 
is mounted, a support having guideways on which the motor base 
is movable in a direction parallel of the length of the engine shaft, 
a screw rotatably engaged with, but restrained against endwise 
movement relatively to, said support, and having a screw thread 
engagement with said motor base and provided with a sprocket 
wheel, a rotatable member for longitudinally adjusting the plug 
carrying shaft having appurtenant thereto a sprocket wheel, a 
shaft ranging longitudinally of the refining engine externally 
thereof and having sprocket wheels at opposite end portions ther- 
of, and sprocket chains running respectively around the one end 
sprocket wheel of said longitudinally ranging shaft and around 
the sprocket wheel on said rotatable plug shaft adjusting member, 
and another chain running around the other sprocket wheel of 
the last named shaft and also around the sprocket wheel on the 
screw shaft which engages the motor base.

Rain and Snow Storms Relieve Drought—Increased Output Ex- 
pected During 191 1—Excursions Planned for Wholesalers— 
Cannot Use Burnt Over Timberlands—Death of Miss Blake 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, Cal., January 18, 1911.—Up to a short time ago 
conditions were rather unfavorable for the successful operation of 
Coast paper making plants during 1911, for fall rains were almost 
wholly lacking and water in many of the prominent Coast streams 
was at a very low level. In California the rainfall to the end of the 
first week in January was extremely light for the season, being but 
about one-quarter of the normal, and with but little snow in the 
mountains the outlook was for but little water in the rivers and a 
short operating season for all plants run by water power. In the 
Northwest almost similar conditions were the~rule, and from the 
manufacturers’ standpoint the situation was anything but pleasing. 
Within the past ten days, however, this has been changed, for a 
great storm has swept over the Coast, all sections, except southern 
California, and the rainfall is now almost as much as it usually is 
to date. In the mountains a heavy snowstorm has been raging, 
and this is declared to be the heaviest that has been experienced 
in the past twenty years. This heavy snowfall insures ample water 
for power purposes, as well as for irrigation, and the season of I9II 
now promises to be an exceedingly active one for the manufac- 
turing as well as the distributing end of the business. Local 
dealers representing firms in the Northwest state that very heavy 
rains have been experienced there, and there is now no doubt but 
that there will be sufficient water for all needs. Great quantities of 
material is now being prepared, and it is anticipated that the Coast 
mills will turn out more goods in 1911 than has ever been the case 
before in any one year. 


Excursion of Wholesalers to Be Repeated 


SAN Francisco, January 18, 1911.—The excursion of wholesalers 
through the lower San Joaquin Valley held last October under the 
auspices of the Merchants’ Association proved to be such a success 
that four similar trips have been planned by that body for the 
season of IgII, and practically all of the San Francisco territory 
will be covered. Practically all of the local paper houses are 
members of this association, and the initial trip was taken by rep- 
resentatives of Blake, Moffatt & Towne, the Pacific Coast Paper 
Company, Zellerbach Paper Company and Bonestell & Co. The 
members of these firms are enthusiastic over the results that were 
secured, and will be represented on most of the trips to be taken in 
the future. Early in March a three days’ trip will be made through 
the upper part of the San Joaquin Valley, and in May a whole 
week will be spent in covering the towns of the Sacramento Valley. 
Late in September the mining counties will be invaded, and during 
the following month a trip will be made down the coast as far 
south as Santa Barbara. On these trips no attempts are made to 
take orders, the excursions being for the purpose of enabling the 
heads of houses and of sales departments to meet their customers 
and others who might become customers and of learning from first 
hands the needs of the various districts. 


Blake, Moffatt & Towne Building Nears Gompletion 

SAN Francisco, January 18, 1911.—The splendid building weather 
that has been experienced most of the time during the past three 
months has enabled rapid work to be done on the structure to be 
occupied next spring by Blake, Moffatt & Towne on First street, 
near Market, San Francisco. Four stories of this concrete building 
have been completed, and the other two will be finished within a 
month’s time. 


Miss Blake Dies Suddenly 


San Francisco, January 18, 1911.—The many friends of Alice F, 
Blake were shocked recently to learn of her sudden death at the 
Hotel Potter, Santa Barbara, Cal. Miss Blake had been in ij] 
health for some time and went to Santa Barbara to enjoy the mild 
winter climate, believing that she would be benefited. Miss Blake 
was the daughter of the late pioneer paper dealer, Francis Blake, 
founder of the firm of Blake, Robbins & Towne, which, after the 
death of Mr. Robbins, a quarter of a century ago, became Blake, 
Moffatt & Towne. As one of the heirs of the Blake estate Alice 
F. Blake had been prominent in business enterprises locally, and 
her death is a source of regret to the business world as well as to 
social circles.

San Francisco, January 18, 1911.—The Pacific Pulp, Paper and 
Products Company, of this city, which is erecting a plant for the 
manufacture of paper pulp from redwood near Eureka, Cal., has 
suspended operations for the time being, pending the settlement of 
financial difficulties. 


AN ACTIVE MARKET FOR NEWS PRINT 


According to the report of Commissioner Herbert Knox Smith, 
of the Bureau of Corporations, Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, news print for November, 1910, shows decreases of 3,628 tons 
in production, 1,248 tons in shipment and 4,453 tons in stocks on 
hand, as reported to the Commissioner by the American Paper and 
Pulp Association. 

The month’s shipments were heavy, 101,630 tons, says the re- 
port. The November production was 97,147 tons, against 100,775 
tons in October, and an average of 90,931 tons for the nine months 
ended with September.

for pulp production. One company has asked permission to install 
a 10,000 horse power plant at the outlet of Lake Llanguihue, neat 
Puerto Montt, to supply power for a pulp factory.
